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Three Regents Chosen As GOP Boycotts Session 


ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) — Political leaders “ fully expect” 
a court battle over the seating of three new Regents chosen 
in a boisterous "joint session” of the legislature that was 
boycotted by Republicans, 
The confrontation between Democratic Speaker Stanley 
Steingut and GOP Senate Majority leader Warren M. 
Anderson overshadowed the fact that the legislature was 
selecting three new Regents, 
Citing state law, Democrats held a “joint session” Tues­ 


day night and approved new members to the Board of 
Regents, which oversees all education in the state. 
Senate Republicans avoided the chamber and Assembly 
Republicans refused to recognize the session as legitimate 
Steingut admitted after the session that he “ would fully 
expect a court challenge” but defended the Democrats’ 
action as legal. 
State Senator Richard E. Schermerhorn (R-40th District), 
termed the session, which featured catcalls and boos from 


some of the senators, “ a disgrace.” 
Schermerhorn said Lt. Gov. Mary Ann Krupsak at­ 
tempted to set the rules of the session and when she met 
with opposition (some of it in the form of catcalls and boos) 
“ she walked out.” 
Schermerhorn said he did not participate in the verbal 
abuse of Lt. Gov. Krupsak. “ I think that was disgraceful,” 
he said. “ I just disagree with it. I think it was terrible. 
“ But what she did was terrible. She should have allowed 
Another Vote Against 
Minnewaska Rezoning

ACCORD 
The Rochester Town Planning Board, after 
more than three hours of debate and by a 
split vote, recommended that the applica­ 
tion of Minnewaska Mountain Houses Inc. 
for two zoning changes at their resort area 
be denied. 


In a carefully worded letter to the town 
baord, which must make the final decision, 
planners 
said: 
AWe 
would 
recommend 
against approval of the application as sub­ 
mitted. We do not feel that commercial 
zoning is necessary, since required services 
can be furnished under existing zoning. We 
do feel, however, that this should be given 
some thought." The board also recom­ 
mended that the town hire a consulting firm 
to make a complete study of the Minne­ 
waska proposal and its impact on the town. 
The vote was 5-1 with Winston Van Kleeck 
opposed. 
Kenneth Phillips Sr., operator of the Min­ 
newaska resort, has asked the town to rezone 
728 acres from residential-agricultural to R- 
1 residential to |>ermit him to construct 1.100 
housing units in clusters, and to rezone two 
plots along Route 44-55 for highway business 
use. 
Several times during the long and often 
heated debate that preceded the board's 


action, Chairman Richard Sherman tried to 
get planners to consider the residential and 
commercial zoning requests separately and 
Phillips |)ointed out that he had offered to 
drop the request for commercial highway 
zoning, but board members were opposed, 
saying the request as it now- stands is all one 
proposition and they were opposed to break­ 
ing it down. 
“ We are not taking a vote, we are making 
a recommendation," Sherman pointed out. 
“ If the town board follows our recommenda­ 
tion they will turn the application down, and 
I think they will anyway.” 
The Ulster County Planning Board, which 
on March 5 unanimously voted against the 
Minnewaska proposal, came in for con­ 
siderable criticism from Phillips, who said 
county planners gave “ no solid facts" to 
back up their vote. Sherman, also a member 
of the county board, also criticized the 
decision. He was not present at the March 
5 meeting. 
Sherman, noting that the reduction of 
minimum lot sizes to one acre at Minne­ 
waska was contrary to the town’s master 
plan, tried to make an addition to the letter 
to the town board recommending that it be 
rezoned to two or more acres, but board 
members said it was a long range plan that 
had no specific bearing on the request by 
Phillips.

names for that” - with the 
high range between $2,000 
and $2,500. Reportedly, the 
Lecture Committee has of­ 
fered Ms. Davis, an avowed 
communist, "between $2,200 
and $2,500." 


Shermerhorn has said that 
he is willing to debate Ms.

Schermerhorn says that in­ 
vited (by the the students) or 
not, he intends to go to New 
Paltz to present his views in 
opposition to Ms. Davis’.

She repeatedly ruled Republican objections out of order, 
provoking frequent boos and catcalls from the GOP law 
makers. 
Schermerhorn, like his colleague in the senate, Edwyn E. 
Mason of Hobart, said that the issue was not primarily the 
appointment of three regents, but "busing.” 
“ The Democratic sponsors (of a slate of regents) all 
enthusiastically supported busing,” Schermerhorn declared. 
He and Mason are apparently just as enthusiastically 
against it. “ It’s an outrage against the American people to 
force the American people to do something that a great 
majority don’t want to do,” Mason declared. 
Schermerhorn says the problem of racial imbalance in the 
schools can be addressed by integrating the neighbi rhoods. 
“ You can’t use children," he said. “ People have to do it ” 
Mason said there is rjo problem of racial imbalance. “ It 
doesn’t need correcting. If people live in the neighborhood 
they should go to its schools. If there is going to be any 
improvement it should be in the schools and the teachers.” 
Assembly Minority Leader Perry B Duryea said he was 
informed by a group of private citizens that the action would 
be challenged in the courts. That move, he said, would come 
after the vote was certified by the secretary of state’s office. 
Approved in the disputed session were Jorge L, Batista, 
deputy Bronx borough president, for the 1st Judicial District 
of Manhattan and Bronx; Mary Kendall of Rochester for the 
eight-county 7th District; and Loui* Yavner of New York 
City to fill the atlarge position. 
The controversy, especially because it will be pushed into 
the courts, is likely to lead to lengthy delays before the new 
makeup of the board is certain. Until resolved, it also would 
hamper the effectiveness of the 15-member body which 
works for no salary. 
Ironically, the selection of the Regents had been hailed by 
legislative leaders as the “ most open in the 19 1-year history 
of the board.” 
The political battle was touched off publicly Tuesday 
when Anderson insisted on certain procedural agreements 
before entering in joint session with the Assembly. 
Democratic leaders said they had agreed to most of 
Anderson’s requests but balked when he wanted the vote 
delayed one day. 
The GOP leader had said he wanted a weighted voting 
system that would count each senator’s ballot as 2 1 1 votes 
because of their larger istricts. Reportedly, however, that 
request was offered chiefly for bargaining purposes. 
Duryea said a quorum of both houses was not present and 
announced “ the minority refuses to take part in this rump 
session." 
Under state law, if the Senate and Assembly fail to pick 
successors by the first Tuesday in March, the issue must go, 
before both houses in joint session. 
The move dramatized arguments that politics has played 
a major role in Regent selections. Seymour P. Lachman, a 
, former president of the New York City Board of Education, 
withdrew his name from consideration Monday, citing 
“ partisanship" as the main reason. 
Republicans had originally backed Francis Keppel, former 
U.S. Education Commissioner and Janet YV. Richardson of 
Painted Post, who served as president of the school board 
in Corning, and Lachman. After Lachman's withdrawal, 
Anderson said Senate Republicans would support 
Dr 
Gaetano Vincitorio, a faculty member at St. John’s Univer­ 
sity in New York. 
The vacancies were created by the resignations of Chan 
cellor Joseph W. McGovern of Manhattan in the 1st District, 
Helen B. Power of Rochester in the 7th, and Edward M M 
Warburg oT Manhattan in the at-large post.

The series of fires in tele­ 
phone com pany facilities 
began Feb. 27 with a five- 
alarm blaze at a switching 
center which disrupted ser­ 
vice to 170,(XX) phones in the 
lower Manhattan area. 


It will be at least another 
week before full service is 
restored to (hose phones, tele­ 
phone company officials in­ 
dicated. 
The first 
blaze Tuesday^ 
broke out in a small room 
housing computer printouts 
of personnel information at a 
midtown building. Phone ser­ 
vice was not affected.

minutes, erupted in a Telco 
equipment locker in a tele­ 


phone building in the finan­ 
cial district. 
That fire knocked out ser­ 
vice to 471 telephones used by

Normal 
stock exchange business was 
not affected. 


There were no injuries in 
either blaze. 
Acting Fire Commissioner 
Stephen Murphy, who called

He said fire marshals 
were questioning employes of 
the Stock Exchange and the 
Stans Pleads Guilty to Five Counts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Maurice H. Stans pleaded 
guilty today to a five-count misdemeanor charging cam­ 
paign finance violations —the third former member of 
Richard M. Nixon’s Cabinet to plead guilty or be convicted 
in connection with Watergate. 


Stans, who served as commerce secretary and later as 
chairman of Nixon’s re-election finance committee, stood 
with head bowed as he pleaded guilty before U.S. District 
Judge John Lewis Smith in a 25-minute proceeding. 


Stans, who raised more money for a single political 
campaign than any other fundraiser in history, specifically 
pleaded guilty to counts of: 
—Failing to register the details of a $30,000 contribution 
from former Philippine Ambassador Ernesto Lagdarneo on 
about June 29 , 19 72. 
—Failing to register the details of an allocation ol $8 1,(XX) 
to Fred C. LaRue, a Nixon re-election aide, made between 
June 26 , 19 72 and July 4, 19 72. 
—Failing to register the details of a $39 ,000 contribution 
received from former Montana governor Tim Babcock 
between Nov. 3, 19 72 and Jan. 17, 19 73. 
—Receiving a $40,000 contribution in illegal corporate 
funds from Goodyear Tire and Rubber between March 9 , 
19 72 and March 13, 19 72. 
—Receiving a $30,000 contribution in illegal corporate 
funds from 3M on about March 21, 19 72. 
Stans was released on personal recognizance and the 
sentencing date was left open at the request of his lawyer, 
Walter Bonner. 
Associate Watergate prosecutor Thomas F. McBride told 
the judge that each of the five counts carried a maximum 
penalty of $1,000 fine and one year in prison, which could 


be served consecutively for a total of five years in prison and 
a $6 ,000 fine. 
Bonner disagreed in part, however, contending that the 
three counts of failing to report the details did not carry a 
prison sentence. 


In April, 19 74, Stans and former Attorney General John 
N. Mitchell were acquitted of perjury and conspiracy in 
connection with a $200,000 contribution by fugitive financier 
Robert L. Vesco. Stans claimed at the time he had been 
vindicated. 


Mitchell since has been convicted of conspiracy in the 
Watergate cover-up and another of Nixon’s former cabinet 
members, former Attorney General Richard G. Klfeindienst, 
pleaded guilty in 19 74 to making a false statement to a 
Senate committee. Kleindienst was sentenced to 30 days in 
jail and a $100 fine —both suspended. 
A fourth Nixon cabinet officer, former Treasury' Secretary 
John B. Connally Jr., goes on trial April 1 for allegedly 
accepting bribes of $ 10,000 in milk producer funds. 
Until the Nixon administration, only one Cabinet officer 
— Albert Fall, secretary of interior under President Warren 
G. Harding —was charged with a crime. Fall was convicted 
in 19 29 of accepting a $100,000 bribe growing out of the 
Teapot Dome scandal. 
Stans, a highly successful accountant whose government 
career began in the mid-19 50s and culminated when he 
became Commerce secretary in 19 6 9 , had steadfastly pro­ 
claimed his innocence since the beginning of the Watergate 
scandal. 
“ Give me back my good name," he once pleaded before 
a nationwide television audience during the Senate Water­ 
gate committee hearings in 19 73.

Despite Legislature Chair­ 
man Peter Savago's conten­ 
tion that the city is operating 


.1 "white elephant", figures 
released today by the city 
treasurer’s office indicate 
that the North Front Street 
Barking Garage is a money­ 
making operation. 
The 342-car parking garage, 
according to the city treas­ 
urer, showed a profit of $4,879 
in 1974, based on revenues of 
$26.867 
and 
ex|M*nses 
of 
$21,988. Profit, based on rev­ 
enue. is 18.2 [>er cent. 
Projections lor 1975. based 
on 
revenues of $2.209 for 
• January and $1,984 for 
February and excuses pro­ 
jected at about six |>er cent 


above this year 
indicate a 
profit of around $4,000 for 
1975. 
The city also showed a 
healthy profit on its on-street 
and parking lot parking in 
1974 with revenues of $26,180 
against expenses of $7,841. 
The city did spend $34,916 
for some 700 new parking 
meters last year hut projects 
that increased revenues will 
pay for the new meters within 
the next two years. 
The new n i c k I e -d i m e 
meters are bringing in $3.684 
per month which figures out 
to almost $45,000 per year, 
nearly double revenues when 
the city had 
penny-nickle 
meters. 


Revenues are also up sharp­ 
ly from 
parking violations 
since the city increased the 
fines from one dollar to two 
dollars for meter violations 
and from two dollars to five 
dollars for other parking vio­ 
lations. 
Savago made the remark 
about the "white elephant" 
in response to Mayor Francis 
R. Koenig's statement that 
the city had 75 spaces avail­ 
able for jiarking by county 
employes. Koenig is opposed 
to the county’s planned ac­ 
quisition of the Buick garage 
on Main Street and suggested 
the use of the parking garage 
on a 60 to 90-day trial basis

W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - AFL-CIO president George Meany today accused 
Treasury Secretary William Simon of trying to deny tax relief to the 
so the rich can get big tax rebates to buy dishwashers, cars and color television

Meany urged the Senate Finance Committee to ignore the administration’s 
tax proposals and instead approve tax cuts of at least $30 billion, most going 
to low and middle income Americans. 
Meany said his organization generally supports a Housepassed $21.3 billion 
tax cut bill, including rebates of $100 to $200 for almost all taxpayers, but 
feels the total cut should be increased to stimulate the economy and create 


Jobs. 
Meany appeared before the Senate’s tax writing body on its last scheduled 
day of hearings on recession-fighting tax cuts. The committee is to begin 
writing its own bill, possibly bringing it to the Senate floor as early as next 
week —if a battle over ending the oil depletion allowance does not interfere. 
Meany appeared particularly upset with Simon’s testimony Wednesday 
that a greater proportion of tax cuts should go to taxpayers in the $10,0(X) 
to $50.(MK) bracket because they would purchase the durable goods which 
must be sold if the recession is to be brought to an end. 


The administration’s bill would grant a flat 12 per cent rebate up to$l,(XX), 
meaning those with more than $40,(XX) in income would get more money than 
the p<H>r, who might receive only token payments. 
Meany said Simon’s te stimony contained a table showing only 19 percent 
of families with incomes under $3,000 owned dishwashers while 74.8 per cent 
of families with incomes of more than $25,000 owned them. 
"Therefore, according to Mr. Simon’s strange logic, there is no point in 
giving tax relief to low income people -they won’t buy dishwashers," Meany 
said. 
"Sim on’s statement in his denounciation of the House bill boils down to 
trickle down economics with a vengence. The sum and substance of Simon s 
position is that the poor should not get a tax cut so that the rich can buy 
cars, color TVs and dishwashers.” 


Meany said Simon "does not seem to recognize the simple tact that low 
and nviderate income people are not buying homes, cars, color I Vs, air 
conditioners and dishwashers beacuse the administration's disastrous eco­ 
nomic policies have cut so deeply into workers' incomes and purchasing 
power.”

If grocery shoppers could 
pick and choose in super­ 
markets from Honolulu to 
Boston, taking the beit prices 
in each of 25 cities, they 
probably would buy sugar in 
Pittsburgh, ground chuck in 
Milwaukee, 
frozen 
orange 
juice in Phoenix and milk in 
San Francisco. 
They would even find some 
food 
bargains 
in 
Eastern 
cities such as Boston and 
New York, where most items 
cost more than the national 
average. 
A U PI checklist of 17 basic 
foods in 25 cities reflected a 
wide range of prices and a few 
real bargains. 
One was f rozen orange juice 
concentrate, only 26 cents in 
Phoenix, 27 cents in Cincin­ 
nati, but rwistly in the 33-34 
cent range elsewhere. 
Even sugar has dropjied 
sharply from its recent highs 
of about $3.25 cents a five- 
pound bag. The lowest re­ 
ported price for five pounds 
was $1.19 ng for $1.99 to $2.31 
in 10 cities, including Hart­ 
ford, Conn.; Cheyenne, Wyo.; 
C h icag o ; G rand Rapids, 
Mich.; St. Louis; Phoenix; 
Detroit; and Boston. 
It’s a good week in Milwau­ 
kee for hamburgers, meat loaf 
and meatballs. Ground chuck 
is selling there for 59 cents a 
pound. 
In Boston, you’d be better 
off with scrambled eggs, fig­ 
uring two eggs per serving. 
Ground chuck was priced at

(U PI) — Joseph Riordan, 
87, and his 83-year-old wife, Marguerite, received a letter 
in January informing them their son James had died in a 
Veterans Hospital —and demanded they return all his 
government checks. 
The couple immediately called their daughter, Patricia 
Barr, a typist for the Air Force. Mrs. Barr began placing calls 
around Denver trying to locate the body of her her 41year- 
old brother. 
After four hours of being insulted by “ extremely rude, 
indifferent 
and 
uncooperative” 
federal 
employes, 
the 
daughter said she learned it was a mistake —a government 
snafu. 
Her brother was not dead. 
Although their ordeal lasted only a few hours, the couple 
said Tuesday they still have not recovered from “ the terrible 
shock and agony” caused by the administrative blunder. 


"You feel kind of hurt," Mrs. Riordan said. " It ’s just hard 
to get over." 
“ They sure did goof it up, it’s terrible," Riordan said. 
Mrs. Barr said that as she tried frantically to locate her 
brother one VA employe criticized her for not mailing in her 
brother’s checks as requested. Another, a "M r. Sands," told 
her it was quitting time and he didn’t have time to check 
and see if her brother was dead. He promised to call her the 
next day and let her know. 
Bradford Sands, a veterans benefits counselor in the VA 
office, said he did not recall the conversation with Mrs. Barr. 
He denied he would have been as rude as she said he was. 
" If anyb<>dy knows the way I treat veterans or widows, this 
is not anything I would be telling a person, especially in a 
delicate situation like that,” he said. 
Mrs. Barr said she placed several other unsuccessful calls, 
including one to the coroner’s office, before she reached 


Lucille Borowski, an administrative assistant at the VA 
hospital. 
“ Mrs. Borowski said my brother was alive, that he was 
sitting right there and she let me talk to him,” Mrs. Barr 
said. " I almost fell off the chair." 
Regional VA Administrator Ray Smith said the mistake 
was a human one. 


“ We process somewhere between 3,.’XX) and 3,400 notices 
of death each year and we gwifed on one," he said. “ 1 realize 
this kind of batting average doesn’t do anything for the 
Riordans, but it does point up the fact that we are working 
with human beings and in spite of everything we can do, 
they are going to make mistakes." 


Sen. Floyd Haskell, D-Colo., earlier this month demanded 
the VA examine its procedures in such cases and perhaps 
revise them to insure against similar incidents in the future.

I am writing in response to 
Dr. Kenneth 0. Lindquist’s 
naive letter of February 6, 
1975 in which he attempts to 
make nuclear energy appear 
respectable. Has he not read 
of continual nuclear plant 
shutdowns, of mysterious 
death and plutonium con­ 
tamination and theft, and of 
the near bankruptcy of utili­ 
ties which have relied on nu­ 
clear power for energy? 
Dr. Lindquist refuses to be­ 
lieve that his “ small vocal 
group of critics whose argu­ 
ments appeal to the emotions 
but have little or no technical 
foundation” 
includes 
The 
New York Times (February 9, * 
1976), The Wall Street .Jour­ 
nal (February 3, 1975), The 
Bulletin of the Atomic Scien­ 
tists and Science (Journal of 
the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science), 
as well as numerous Senators, 
Representatives, Governors 
and six Nobel Prize winners 
in 
science. 
Dr. 
Lindquist 
would rather believe the “ ob­ 
jective” proponents of nucle­ 
ar energy whose very jobs and 
profits depend on proclaim­ 
ing the virtue of the virtueless 
nuclear industry. 
It is both factually and 
morally wrong to argue that 
we need nuclear technology 


because 
alternative energy 
sources are not readily avail­ 
able. While it is true that the 
Federal budget for research 
and development of energy 
allocates fully 75 percent of 
the multimillion-dollar 
budget for nuclear energy, the 
achievements of alternative 
sources on a comparatively 
small budget are impressive: 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co., 
one of the largest utilities in 
the country, has developed in 
Sonoma County, California, 
th e 
w o r l d ’ s 
l a r g e s t 
geothermal energy plant 
which by 1976 will be capable 
of supplying the energy needs 
of a city the size of San 
Francisco. 
Solar energy has become so 
practical that City Bank of 
New York presently plans to 
build a 910 foot skyscraper on 
Lexington and Third Avenues 
at 53rd and 54th Streets 
heated and cooled substan­ 
tially by means of the sun. 
Indeed, to say that nuclear 
energy is the proven energy 
source while others are ex­ 
perimental is to reverse the 
truth of the situation. With 
over 
25 
years of nuclear 
technology and some of the 
best and most expensive sci­ 
entific thinking available 
throughout the world, nuclear 
technology continues to pre­ 
sent expensive and surprising 


problems which, for example, 
have forced New York State 
to “ bail out” largely nuclear 
Con Edison by buying some 
of its facilities for sums in 
excess of $500,(KM),000. 
In 
Michigan, Consumers Power 
Company, the country’s sixth 
largest utility and one of the 
most dependent on nuclear 
plants, already has seen its 
largest 
nucl ear 
plant 
(Palisades) closed for over 18 
months, und has seen its 
management doing the un­ 
thinkable: asking the Federal 
g o v e r n m e n t 
for 
over 
$200,000,000 to keep the com­ 
pany in business (New York 
Times, January 19, 1975). 
The fact that nuclear 
plants take three times as 
long and twice as much mon­ 
ey to build as conventional 
iossil fuel plants, and are only 
54 percent us efficient (AEC 
Report, November 2, 1974), is 
the direct 
consequence of 
deuling with a technology 
which man cannot really un­

or 
control.

After Nixon was safely re-elected, the board reversed 
economic gears, tightened the money supply and sent the 
economy into a nose dive.

Some say Nixon manipulated the Fed 
through the wise old economic owl he appointed as chair­ 
man, pipe-puffing Arthur Hums. 
A Fed spokesman insisted, however, that the White House 
never influenced Burns to increase the money supply. Once, 
Hums threw former Budget Director George Shultz out of 
his office for pushing the W hite House line too strenuously,

Yet astonishingly, the Fed ignored its staff and kept 
pouring on the coals until the economy heated up danger­ 
ously. The money growth rate shot up from 5.2 per cent in 
-June to 7.6 per cent by November. It hit an alarming nine 
per cent in January 1979, before the Fed reversed its policies. 
Then the Fed began to hold back money. This forced up 
interest rates and caused an eventual credit crisis, which 
compelled private industry to cut back production, curb 
expansion and lay off workers. 
Many economists believed the Fed, over-reacting to the 
inflation its own policies had caused, is still keeping money 
too tight. This is the private view, in fact, ol twool President 
Ford’s closest economic advisors, William Seidm an and 


Paul McCracken. 
In backroom conversations, McCracken has described the 
Fed’s present monetary jxtlicies as “ unconscionalble. 
He 
believes it will take an 8 to 10 per cent rise in the money 
supply to pull the economy out of its doldrums. 
Seidm an agrees that more money must be made available 
not only for economic but jx»litica 1 reasons. He tears a long 
slump, aggravated by the Fed’s monetary policies, would 
wreck President Ford’s re-election hojies. 
It will be interesting to see whether the Fed once again 
stimulates the economy in time for another presidential 
campaign.

Tom Railsback, R-Ill., plagued by vocal strain for four 
months, is now exercising his voice with piercing, karate­ 
like yells . . . 
Sen. Robert Pack wood, R-Ore., a tight man with a buck, 
recently wrote to electronic dealers seeking a used $250 tape 
deck, because he couldn't asaving, he mailed the letter in 
an official, jxistage-tree envelope, although the tape deck is 
intended for his personal use . . . A White House aide asked 
President Ford the other day: “ I’m having lunch with -lack

BUSY MAKING SWEATERS 
(UFI) 


SAN FRAN CISCO (U PI) - A Samoyed 
dog sheds about 11 1 pounds of lur a year. 
That enough for a full- zed sweater with 
matching cap. 
"There’s something esthetically pleasing 
about wearing something made from your 
own dog’s hair.” says doghair spinner Bob 
.Jones, who fashions garments out of shed- 
dings from St. Bernards, Pomeranians and 
Collies. 
Dog hair, these days, is being carded, 
spun, hot-washed, shocked and dried, pro­ 
viding knitting yarn for sweaters, scarves, 
gloves and various human garments usually 
made from synthetic materials or conven­ 
tional wool. 
The gathering process is harmless. Strands 
are collected from the various canines during 
the natural shedding process, or combed out 
and saved over a long period until enough is 
gathered for a project. 
Wilna Coulter and Mrs. Harvey Roe make 
their dog hair goods from Samoyeds which 
are known for their strength and thick white 
coat. 


Mrs. Coulter boards Samoyeds, so they 
have access to the fallout from 23 of the 
animals. 


Technically, garments could be made from 
the hair of any animal. 
If you own a Chihuahua, for example, 
you’d just have to be patient. In a couple of 
years, you could gather enough strands for, 
say, half an earmufi. 
Several entrepreneurs in Son Francisco are 
making garments from all breeds of dogs and 
cats specifically for their owners. 
Richard Beard is working on one made 
from angora cat hair. 
Beard, a costume designer, says he’s been 
making garments from animal hair for two 
years. 
He warns that before |>eople begin follow­ 
ing the family pet around the house, or 
cleaning the vacuum bag for strands it 
should be understood that the process takes 
time and patience. 
To make one ounce of yarn takes about an 
hour.

Housing Boom Is 
Predicted

A resurgence in housing construction is only a 
month or two away, an independent research firm 
predicts. 
“ With the savings inflow now improving —the 
normal consequency of recession, as business 
borrows less and consumers save more —an upturn 
in homebuilding is imminent,” says George Christ­ 
ie, chief economist for the F.W. Dodge division of 
McGraw Hill. 
Confirming the increased flow of deposit* into 
savings accounts, the New York Association of 
Mutual Savings Banks said $328 million was 
deposited in New York State savings banks in 
February. 
It was the highest monthly deposit total ire three 
years, more than double the $154 million deposited 


a year ago and more than 10 times the inflow of 
$30 million a year ago. 
The increasing flow into savings accounts is a 
go«si sign for the housing construction industry 
because savings banks, which operate in 17 states, 
al«ing with savings and loan associations grant the 
bulk of home mortgages. 
When deposits are high, these financial institu­ 
tions are able to grant more home loans at cheaper 
rates. 
A surge in auto production also appear? on the 
horizon. General Motors, largest of tne Big rour 
automakers, said it is recalling 6.800 workers from 
indefinite layoffs to man production lines in April. 
But White Motor Co., a major truck manufac- 
tuer, announced it was closing its Ceveland plant 
for the last three weeks in April, laying off 1,900 
salaried and hourly workers. 


The plant will be placed on a reduced schedule 
of 40 trucks a day instead of 60 when it reopens, 
White Motor said. 
GM said it is recalling the workers to add 66,000 
subcompact and intermediate cars to its produc­ 
tion schedule in anticipation of improved sales this 
summer. GM now plans to build 940,(XX) cars in 
the second quarter, more than originally antici­ 
pated but still 7 per cent below last years 
energydepressed levels. 
Cristie, the F.W. Dodge economist, said the 
more optismistic outlook for housing construction 
is offset by a sharp decline in construction lor 
nonresidential buildings. 
He said the slump in commercial and industrial 
construction “ is likely to continue for several 
quarters and will rebound only after a m o re general 
recovery has taken hold in the economy.

The economic squeeze of* 
fers the businessman few al­ 
ternatives. Sales are down 
and hills are up. Many, ap­ 
parently. are choosing a quick 
way out — arson. 


Warren I^evy of the Insur­ 
ance Information Institute in 
New York estim ates na­ 
tionwide fire losses in 1975 
will approach $3.7 billion — 
about $1 billion due to arson. 
He said arson cases are in­ 
creasing by 12 per cent a year, 


“ .lust under a third of all 
fire losses are due to arson," 
Levy said. 


And the peak arson period 
has just begun. 


"Fire losses go up in De­ 
cember and .January', 
and 
.January 
is traditionally 
a 
business low point, inventory 
time," l>evy said. “ And fire 
goes up in April, that’s tax 
time, and fire losses are up 
the first two weeks of the 
month, that's billing time." 


“ This is admittedly cir­ 
cumstantial evidence, but I 
think it indicates some­ 
thing" 


Ralph Schafer, director of 
claims for State Farm Fire 
and Casualty Co., says there 
. is little doubt arson is an 
offspring of a worsening econ­ 
omy. 


“ In most cases where there 
is a suspicious fire, you find 
financial 
difficulty 
in 
the 
background," said Schafer. 
“ Right now it seems this is 
the prime motive." 


He 
sa id 
th e ty p ic a l 
businessman arsonist is dis­ 
tressed because he suddenly 
finds his product stacking up 
unsold on the shelves. 


“ Demand 
has 
tallen 
off 
because its a 
nonessential 
item .’’ Schafer said ."T h e 
owner can’t move the item, so 
he decides to burn the busi­ 
ness.” 


(Jus Mazzone, chief of the 
Illinois arson bureau, said the 
number of arson cases in Illi­ 
nois has increased 15 to 20 per 
cent over the past six months 
to a year. He sees a tie in to 
the economy “ because there 
has been an increase in busi­ 
ness fires and in insurance 
fraud fires," while the juve­ 
nile and pyromanic fires have 
remained the same.- 


Mazzone said the number 
of injuries in such fires is also 
on the rise. 


“ Quite often, in cases where 
businessmen burn their prop­ 
erty for the purpose of collect­ 
ing from the insurance com­ 
pany, they are so brazen they 
will go ahead and torch the 
place even though someone 
may 
be 
in 
the 
building. 
That’s how brazen, how de­ 
lib erate th e y ’re getting. 
That’s on the increase." 


In .Jacksonville, Fla., public 
safety director John Waters 
told U F I’s J.Paul Wyte the 
number of arson cases in his 
city also are soaring. 


Of 332 fires investigated in 
1973, 
149 
were 
suspected 
arson, and 11 were turned 
over to the district attorney. 
In 1974. the figures were 526 
investigated, 234 suspected 
arson, and 24 cases sent to the 
DA. By February of this year, 
six cases already have been 
filed, 


“ At this rate, we’ll have 72 
cases this year," Waters said. 
“ But 1 believe we’’ll have 
more than that. Not only the 
owners have a motive to burn 
down their businesses, but 
also people who were laid off 
by those businesses." 


Jacksonville Fire Marshal 
W.W. Fish agreed. 


“ The businessman w ho gets 
involved in arson is one who 
steadily over a period of time 
is operating at a loss and who 


increases his insurance cov­ 
erage a few months before the 
fire," Fish said. 
In 
P h ila d e lp h ia , Chief 


Harry 
Knorr, 
of 
the 
fire 
marshal’s office told UPFs 
Anthony Wood he sees a “ def­ 
inite increase in the number 


of business arson." 
“ You can make a direct tie 
in the increase in arson fires 
with the recession." 


Knorr said arson was up 22 
j»er cent in January 1974, over 
the previous year, and was up 
45 j>er cent this January over 


the same month last year. 
Although arson cases were 
down in Detroit and Oregon, 
a U PI survey indicated a defi­ 


nite increase nationwide. 
“ It’s all due to the crunch 
we’re in," said Walter Hester, 
director of he Mississippi fire 


marshall’s o f f i c e f i n a n ­

The Air Force 
is paying his way through 
Southern Methodist Univer­ 
sity, where he hopes to earn a 
master’s degree in business 
administration.

"I think the 
returned POWs would be the 
last ones in the country to be 
upset about the recession.

Textile Town 
Has Hard Times 


GASTO NIA, N.(\ (U PI) — Red, white ahd blue signs 
proclaim tins manu facturing city as the “ Textile Center of 
the South." 
Hut the industry that provided the community with one 
of the lowest unemployment rates in the nation a year ago 


now sends its workers to the unemployment lines in record 
numbers. 
, 
As a result, jrersons who used to pay their bills now cannot 
afford to keep up, families have cut back on groceries and 
clothing to pay fixed expenses such as car and house 
payments, and there has been a sharp downturn in the small 
businesses that used to thrive in Gastonia. 
“ I’m getting behind in my bills,” said James Hall, father 
of four, as he filed for unemployment benefits. “ I can’t go 
much longer. I’ve l>een working every other week but the way 
they talk it might get worse before it gets better." 
With payments for utilities, his house and a car totaling 
about $3*25 per month. Hall has cut back on his $45 weekly 
grocery bill to try to make ends meet, 
Doris Hammonds' boss told her in mid-December no 
additional layoffs were expected at the factory. Hut two 
weeks ago she was laid off indefinitely because the “ national 
economy turned out to be worse than they expected." 
Her husband works every other week at a textile mill. 
They have one child. 
“ W e’ve been married three years and have quite a few 
bills," she said with a smile. "W e re going to have to pay 
a bill a week. We don’t buy as many groceries as we used 
to and we wear what we’ve got." 
"W e ’ve never had any decline in the economy this 
drastic,” said C’arl Harrelson Jr., manager of the local 
Employment Security Commission office. “ We've never had 
the bottom fall out like this." 
The unemployment rate in Gaston County used to be 1.6 
percent. By the end of 1974 it had risen to 6.8 percent 
and that figure is deceptively low because many of the 77,000 
persons considered employed are working less than three 
days a week. 
Virtually no facet of the area’s economy has escaped, 
“ Housing is off, car sales are the lowest they have been, 
and some stores have closed,” said Fred Ratchford of the 
Chamber of Commerce. “ Everybody's business is affected 
by the layoff's." 
Furniture dealer Clifford Hamm said, “ People who have 
money are reluctant to spend it. Business has dropped off 
substantially." He also said more customers are behind in 
their payments. Hut he has not reached the point of going 
into homes and repossessing tables and chairs. 
“ The company has instructed the office manager to see 
if he can work along with them, particularly those who have 
been vigil in thé past in making payments,” said Hamm. 


R o y Cook, manager of a loan company office, said. “ Some 
people who used to run two or three weeks late in payments 
are now six or seven weeks late.” Cook, surrounded by empty 
desks in his downtown office, also said loan requests have 
dropped 40 per cent.

A bdul-Jabbar sat out 
almost eight m inutes in the second quarter and ov er nine 
m inutes of the third quarter with foul trouble, and then he 
fouled out with more than 10 m inutes left in the fourth 
quarter. 
“ I’m tired of th at rule,” A bdul-Jabbar said, referring to 
the rule that p rev ents p lay ers from criticizing officials. 
“Tonight I’m going to sp eak out. I’ll get the American Civ il 
Liberties Union to defend my rights of free sp eech in court.” 
W ith those words A bdulJabbar flew in the face of the NBA 
and its rule against p ublic criticism of officiating, p unish­ 
able by an almost autom atic fine. Sev eral other NBA 
p lay ers, including Golden S tate's Rick Barry , hav e been 
critical of Loeber this season, but none in so p ronounced a 
fashion as A bdul-Jabbar.

Althou gh there was little v iolence tod ay , trav elers arriv ing 
in Lisbon by car said they p assed nu m erou s road blocks 
m anned by civ ilians wearing the bad ges of C om m u nist 
grou p s and carry ing shotgq ns. 
West G erm an and Portu gu ese officials tod ay negotiated 
the fate of fou r rebel officers, inclu d ing a general, who took 
refu ge in the West G erm an Embassy . 
'The Armed Forces Mov ement, a mostly leftist coalition 
of officers that ov erthrew a right-wing regime last sp ring and 
ha> since ru led the cou ntry , said it will create a new 
gov ernment bod y to make its p owers p erm anent.

Some p oliticians said the elections will be of little v alu e 
since civ ilian au thority will continu e to be u nd er military 
control. 
O ne liberal p olitician said the assu m p tion of p erm anent 
military p owers was a "blu ep rint for military d ictatorship ." 
Sp okesm en for the armed forces mov ement Tu esd ay night 
blam ed the abortiv e u p rising on “ reactionary " elements, 
inclu d ing former Presid ent Antonio d o Sp inola, who has tied 
to Sp ain.
